pandemonium. 


The women In the hall woro panic 
stricken and but for the presence of 
Prof. A. R. Tyler, musical director, 
and the only man In tho building, a 
serious panic might have 
ensued. 


Somo thought that the building was 
falling nnd were already turning to 
tho windows, which were three stor- 
ies high, when the professor mounted 
the stase nnd succeeded in partially 
calming the audience. Attention was 
then directed to the. injured and tho 
sight of blood on several of 
tho 


women, although from slight scratch- 
es, caused a number to faint and they 
added to tlie general excitement. It 
required half an hour for order to bo 
restored and then the broken timbers 
were quickly thrown from the win- 
dows and chairs placed lint on the 
gym. floor nnd the play proceeded. It 
was a great artistic .success.

THE POLITICAL'SITUATION. 
The 'fear that has prevailed to a 


arge extent among business men that 
the presidential election of this year 
would . affect the • money and stock 
markets, appears to be passing.

There 
is much less- doubt than there was 
six months, or three months, or even 
a month ago. The outcome of the 
election seems to be already very 
well assured by most keen observers 
of the situation.

his strength. They have carried on 
their campaign against .him with con- 
spicuous unwisdom, and they are now 
forced Into the position where .they 
must either give their support.to,him 
or else to the .Democratic candidate; 
and their support of the Democratic 
candidate might as well be as berie- 
filclal to Roosevelt In'the'fight before 
the people as their opposition to him 
has been In'the contest for the nom- 
ination. 


On the Democratic side there has 


been a procession of'candidates par 
adcd.before the public eye. .with the 
view of testing their strength, but not 
one of them has as yet shown the re 
quired "form." 
It Is generally be- 


llevei' that there Is'only one Demo- 
crat In the United States who coulc 
'put up a contest with

Roosevelt with any prospect of sue 
cess, and that man Is Grovcr Clcve 
land, whoso 'candidacy Is very doubt 
fill. In view of his letter absolutely 
refusing to be considered In that con 
ncctlon, and In' view of the bitter 
opposition against him on the part o 
the Bryanltes. 
The only Democra 


who has displayed thus far any. large 
degree of consistency'and. courage Is 
Mr. Bryan himself, and while he may 
very likely prove to bo' a powerfu 
factor In the Democratic convention 
his continued advocacy of free all 
vcr would make him a hopeless candl 
date.

duty Is to discover cracked wheels, 
and It Is seldom that they find one; 
nit they are on tho lookout at the 
same time for bottom-bars-that hang 
too low, brake shoes which fall 
to 


respond properly to air pressure and 
draw-bars out of order. 
They, too, 


must open the uxlo box, pour In oil, 
ouch up the greasy waste, examine 
the brasses and, generally, see that 
all tho mechanism and appliance, he- 
low the car floor, ore In right condl 
tlon.

Noted Oshkosh Jurist Passes to the 


Great Beyond After a Long 


Illness. 


(WIs. Press. Assn.) 


Oshkosh, WIs., Feb. 22.—Col. Gab- 


riel Bouck died here early 
Sunday 


morning after an Illness of several 
months. Death was duo to debility 
and old age. 
Col.'Bouck was one of 


Wisconsin's best lawyers. 
Ho dis- 


tinguished himself In tho civil war. 
•was later elected to congress as. a 
democrat, and served one term as at- 
torney general of the state. 


Saturday morning tho veteran sank 


into a deep, sleep and he awoke from 
it in eternity. 
Whllo It had been 


known for weeks that he could not 
recover tho end came so 
suddenly 
that there was not time to summon 
his physician, who had left him .at 


midnight with the prediction that tie 
would last several days. 


Until 2 o'clock his heart beat strong 


and regular. Then his pulso failed, 
his perspiration became'Intermittent, 
and In less than hour had ceased al- 
together. There was no struggle, not 
even, a gasping .breath. 


A Picturesque Figure 
Gabe Bouck has been one of 
the 


picturesque figures in Wisconsin pol- 
itics for half a century or more. He 
has filled many public positions with 
credit, being attorney- general • two 
years, member of the assembly two 
years, speaker of the assembly one 
year, and member of congress- four 
years. .He. entered one of-the first 
regiments raised-in the stato for.the 
•war of the rebellion in 18G1 as cap- 
tain of a company • and was promot- 
ed to colonel and brevetted briga- 
dier general for-efficient service. 


Wanted 4o Be Governor 


•Col. Bouck's great .political ambi- 


tion-was to be governor of Wiscon- 
sin, as his father -was in his own 
time governor tor the state of New 
York. In 1886 he catno near having 
lila ambition gratified, but 
became 


panic-stricken at tho ]ast. • moment 
and declined the democratic nomina- 
tion. At that time he'was also the 
choice, of the labor party and would 
have been endorsed, Governor Rusk 
being very unpopular with the labor- 
ing' men. because of the trouble In 
Milwaukee the spring before which 
culminated In the use of the state 
militia to overawe the rolling mill 
strikers, and the killing of a number 
•of people by the soldiers .when they 
fired into tho mob. 
The democratic 


convention 
nominated 
Gilbert M. 
Woodward, but the labor convention 
cboso another candidate. ' Rusk ran 
for a tblrd term on the riot Issue and 
fas elected; but hist plurality, over 
Wbodward was less than the vote for 
the labor candidate. Many democrats 
also voted for Rnsk on the riot Issue 
who -would have voted for Bouck. and 
the probability is that he would have 
been elected If he naJ been tho can- 
didate. 


Bragg Stood'by Him 


Again In 1890 .when the Bennett 
law issue and the question of prose- 
cuting tho ex-state treasurers to re- 
cover the interest they had received 
on deposits}- of public furlcls made 
democratic success probable, Bouck 
was again candidate for tho.nomina- 
tion. His campaign, was managed by 
General Edward .S. Bragg. 
Colonel 


John H. Knight of Ashland was also 
a candidate, his campaign .being man- 
aged by William F. Vllas. John Win- 
ana of Janesvllle was -a tblrd candi- 
date and George .W. Peck, mayor of 
Milwaukee, was -supported by dele- 
gations from -all- parts of the state. 
The contest was an exciting one. and 
it took several, ballots to decide It. 
When the final ballot' was reached 
and Peck received a largo majority 
of the votes of .the convention, Gen- 
eral Bragg., always Implacable -' 
in 
politics, sulkily refused to 
-permit 


any of the Bouck votes, under his 
control to go to him. and when ho 
rose to announce! the vote ot bis 
county said:

Gabe Bouck was born In tho state 


of New York In 1826 and came to 
Wisconsin about 1850. settling

Osbkosh and engaging In the prac- 
tice of law. 
In -1857 ho "was elected 


attorney general of the state on tho 
democratic ticket, the last time , a 
democrat was elected to a state. of- 
fice In Wisconsin for a period of six- 
teen years-, and served two yearn. At 
tho next election Tie was sent .to the 
assembly front Wlnnebago 
county. 


Ho was elected again In 1874 and was 
made speaker of tho assembly by the 
democratic majority. 
In 1876 he was 


elected to congress and re-elected In 
1878. 
During the campaign of 1880 


Richard Guenther of Oshkosh 
-was 


Tils republican opponent and 
made 


his fight on the nationality Issue. He 
circulated- throughout the district a 
story to the effect that Bouck had 
said that "no damned wooden shoe 
Dutchman would beat him," and the 
appeal to prejudice of race was of- 
fectlve. 
Guenther was elected by a 
close margin "and 
served 
several 


terms in congress.
